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Lincoln  Ribbon 
Found  in 'Valley 


NORTHRIDGE,  Feb.  11— 
What  may  be  the  sole  re- 
maining Lincoln  for  Presi- 
dent campaign  ribbon  of  100 
years  ago  was  unearthed 
here  today. 

George  C.  Strap ge,  52,  re- 
tired entertainer  and  ah  in- 
ventor, displayed  the  yellow 
silk  ribbon.  Remarkably  pre- 
served, it  bears  the  legend: 
Our  Ticket 
1860 
For  President 
Abraham  Lincoln 
.  For  yi?e-President 
u  Hannibal  Hamlin 
The-  ribbon  also  bears  a 
steqf  engraved  likeness  of  the 
beardless  Lincoln.  On  the  re- 
verse side  it  reads:  "Pub 
'  lished  by  F.  A.  Pierce,  120 
Lake  St.,  Post  Office  Box  421, 

Chicago." 

Mr.  Pierce, 'Whoever  he  was, 
i  had  a  winner,  Lincoln  and 
(Hamlin  were  elected  that 
lyear. 

The  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion in  Washington,  D.  C,  told 
Strange,  of  17419  Chase  st., 


they  do  not;  have  one  of  his 
particular  campaign  ribbons 
in  their  vast  collection  which 
dates  back  to  1840  when  such 
items  came  into  vogue  in  the 
campaign  of  William  Henry 
Harrison.

Of  the  four  ribbons  on  the  top  row,  from  left  to  right,  the  1856  ribbon  from 
the  Fillmore  and  Donelson  Young  America  Club  in  good  to  excellent 
condition  made  $130  (S143);  the  1860  Lincoln  Yours  Truly  signature 
ribbon,  $400  ($440);  the  1860  Republican  Wide  Awakes,  with  a  piece  of 
ribbon  missing  in  the  upper  left,  $400  ($440);  and  the  Lincoln  and  Hamlin 
ribbon,  Hake  AL  3030,  in  poor  condition  and  estimated  $70  and  up,  $300 
($330).  Of  the  four  tokens  (middle  left  of  the  picture),  the  1860  Lincoln 
token,  apparently  copper  plated  with  a  silvery  substance,  made  $90  ($99); 
1860  Lincoln  token  "Free  Territory  for  a  Free  People"  had  Lincoln's  first 
name  spelled  "Abram"  and  made  $85  ($93.50);  the  1860  Lincoln  bust, 
made  from  light  brown  hard  rubber,  in  choice  uncirculated  condition, 
$150  ($165);  and  the  Lincoln  and  Hamlin  uniface  jugate  ferrotype, 
estimated  at  $600,  made  $450  ($495).  In  the  group  of  four  items,  middle 
right,  the  Lincoln  ferrotype  pin  set  in  a  brass  rope  frame,  estimated  $500 
and  up,  made  $375  ($412.50);  the  1864  Lincoln  and  Johnson  jugate 
portraits,  in  chocolate  brown,  uncirculated,  made  $240  ($264);  the  two 
Lincoln  tintype  portraits  made  $210  ($231)  and  $250  ($275)  respectively.  In 
the  lower  left  corner,  the  Citizens'  Committee  ribbon  from  1861  with  stitch 
holes  on  side  indicating  it  may  have  been  part  of  a  quilt  made  $130  ($143); 
the  larger  ribbon  in  the  middle,  perhaps  manufactured  for  the 
inauguration,  made  $300  ($330);  the  Lincoln,  Johnson,  the  Union,  and 
Victory  was  estimated  at  $375  and  up  and  made  $425  ($467.50).
